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RESORT UPDATE: THE CLINGY BODY CHEMISE IS IN 


The market has confirmed the trends FI saw 
a month ago: the body-clinging SEXY 
CHEMISE has superceded the YSL Demure Chem- 
ise. Also: POPOVERS, lightweight gabardine, 
stripes, and the surprise explosion of many 
GREENS (Sept. FI). Plus some new trends. 


THE BODY CHEMISE: a few in Fibranne, the 
great majority in fabrics that cling ... 

in SILK -- ombred, striped, softened with 
tied narrow self scarf and cuffed, full 
sleeves (Bill Blass), and some tapered, 
softened with bowneck (Lew Prince of Ald- 
rich), to belt or not (Adele Simpson) -- 
silk shantung, with laced plunge front and 
open sleeves (Halston) ... WOVEN TWILL -- 
(Belle Saunders for Abe Schrader) ... JERSEY 
-- (Stephen Burrows, Lew Prince) -- matte 
jersey (Scott Barrie) ... NYESTA -- (Anne 
Klein & Co.) ... COTTON -- polished, with 
gathers from yoke, and open sleeves (Calvin 
Klein) -- pima, in placket-front stepins 
(Design Thai) ... OTHERS: pleats from Empire 
yoke (Mady Gerrard) -- belted by day, straight 
by night, with deep, stitched square armholes 
and mandarin collar, side-wrap surplice 
(Donald Brooks). FOR LATE DAY & EVENING: 
flounced, tiered printed chiffons -- soften- 
ed with bowneck (Mollie Parnis Boutique) -- 
hanging from released pleats, often with 
fluttery capelet backs (Oscar de la Renta). 





POPOVER TOPS -- (Barrie, Burrows, D. Brooks) 
-- front laced, in Ultrasuede (Halston) ... 
BLOUSONS -- (Brooks, Dominic Rompollo, 

Anne Klein) ... SUNDRESSES -- pinafores, 
unbleached muslin (Blassport), printed pima 
with square neck (Design Thai) ... wrapped 
skirts (Calvin Klein, Lew Prince II) ... . 
seersucker (Burrows) ... DRAWSTRING PANTS, 
with cargo pockets (Burrows), in terrycloth 
(C. Klein) ... CUFFED CITY SHORTS, knee 
length (Blassport, Friedricks Sport).

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SWIM AND BEACHWEAR: BEAUTIFUL BY THE SEA 


THE STRING BIKINI: nearly everyone claims 
to have invented it, just about everyone 
now shows it, actual or modified. Newest: 
no-bra bikinis with cardigans, open-front 
lace, a la St. Tropez (Gottex of Israel), 
waist-fastened (Calvin Klein). Most extreme: 
shaking with beaded fringe (Gottex) -- bold- 
ly banded front and T-strap back (One Long 


Summer with Giorgio) -- completely backless 
(Estevez). 


SWIMSUITS break down into three basic (if 


-unconventional) types: top coverage as min- 


imal as if it were for an underdeveloped 12- 
year old -- top coverage, daring or not, 
suited to the vast majority -- and the hand- 
somest-ever built-ups for those who want or 
need them. 


THE HALTER-TOP MAILLOT is the preferred 


l-piece, its straps often criss-crossed in 
back -- but shoestring straps (John Kloss/ 
Lily of France), quadruple spaghetti straps 
(Sinclair) ... newest with sheer see-through 
midriffs ... newest looking TUNIC SUIT is 
shocking pink, over bright-striped jersey 
trunks (Robbie Len). 


NECKLINES: plunging necklines predominate 
-- tunnel bras on bikinis ... the plunging 
"v" has flat elastic banding to stay put 
(Donald Brooks/Sinclair) ... U-neck draw- 
string signature neckline is cut almost 
down to the Empire seaming (Kloss/Lily of 
France). THE MASTECS: all have zip-fronts, 
most also built-in bras -- high V-neck 
(Sinclair), tied V-neck, long sleeves 
(Brigance Waterclothes), drawstring neck, 
cap sleeves (Sinclair). 


DETAILS: RING-CENTERED SHIRRING on bras, 

bikinis and long skirts (Brigance, Giorgio). 

FAGOTTING: a big trend (Calvin Klein,

Gottex, Robbie Len, Brooks/Sinclair). 
Shiny hardware ornaments at cleavage. 


COVERUPS: long skirts to match maillots 
are back in the lead -- nylon jersey tie- 
ons (Sinclair) -- elasticized ring-top, 

can alternate as strapless dress or toga 
(Brigance) -- bias-cut, side-slit, knots 
over yoke top at side or back (Giorgio) ... 
GOWNS -- low-low U-neck Empires with tiny 
sleevelets in Antron/Lycra or bold-striped 
cotton velours (Kloss/Mel Mortman) ... 
CAFTANS -- (Gottex) ... JUMPSUITS -- zip- 
front in large-leaf printed Antron knit 
(Brooks/Sinclair) -- turquoise Antron/Lycra 
with military braid trim (Giorgio) ... 
PULL-ON PANTS -- in white Arnel .crepe with 
hooded bloused-sleeve drawstring top (Robbie 
Len) -- denim-blue stretch-lisle, with low 
U-neck pullover (Kloss/Melman) -- see also 
under STRETCH-TERRY, below 


FABRICS: all is now nylon/Lycra, or Antron 
nylon/Lycra, unless otherwise specified ... sae 


TERRYCLOTH is building into a storm -- 
bandeau bras, cardigan bikinis, wrap skirts, 
maillots, drawstring pants, jeans, chemises, 
waistband pullovers (Calvin Klein) ... 
STRETCH-TERRY, aS soft and sheer as matte 
jersey, edged with contrast color stitching, 
in beach-skirts, tux-banded robe, shirt tail 
chemise, T-poncho that opens into a beach 
blanket (Giorgio) ... COTTON LACE trims and 
inserts -- dyed to match (Gottex) -- pattern- 
ed powernet lace (Sinclair). 





PRINTS: Art Deco, in scalloped pattern 
(Gottex), curvy, resembles outlined roses 
against solid swirls of navy or geranium 

on white (Brigance) ... GEOMETRICS -- bold 
(Robbie Len), floral (Sinclair), peacocks 
(Gottex), abstract checkerboard, seismograph 
in lacquer red or China green, "positive" 

on the swimsuit, "negative" on the cardigan 
or other coverup (Brooks/Sinclair) ... 
ANIMAL SKINS -- black with taupe spots 
(Sinclair), Antron jersey cheetahs (Robbie 
Len) ... colorful MUMS on silk-Lycra (Gottex) 
... DIAGONAL BLAZER STRIPES (Giorgio) -- 
inverted chevrons, red or blue on pastel 
stretch-polyester, multi-color targets on 
glossy white nylon/Lycra (Robbie Len). 


COLORS: solids in the ascendancy -- WHITE 
-- brown, black, navy -- coral -- tangerine 


-- magenta -- turquoise -- shocking/green/ 
yellow tri-color bands (Giorgio). 


NEW DIMENSIONS: JEWELRY BY SCULPTORS 

More and more’"non-commercial" artists are 
entering the jewelry field. Most have been 
and/or still are Fine Arts sculptors. Their 
new product is commercial: Bloomingdale's 
Cul-de-Sac, and Nan Duskin, have pieces by 
the first four listed below.

XAVIER CORBERO of Barcelona, a prominent 
sculptor who also produced Elsa Peretti's 
silver jewelry, now sculpts plain or tubu- 
lar silver into bangles, key chains and neck 
pieces so modernistic, they verge on the 
abstract. Many have touches of ivory or 
semi-precious stones. Retail $50 - $300. 


MONTSERRAT (Guardiola), another Spaniard, 
works in silver with ebony, ivory or a 
vermeil finish. She does neck pieces with 
pendants of odd shaped silver and ivory. 
Most amusing: a bead shaped ring with mov- 
able top, a high pointed dome ring, silver 
hair pins. Retail $50 - $500. 


NOMA COPLEY, an American, has always worked 
in gold, now uses silver to express her own 
view of Pop Art: spool-of-thread rings, 
button bangles, reversible dice and "XXx" 
kisses pendants. FI's favorites: hands-of-a- 
clock pin, and "Half a Star is Better" -- 

a divided star clipped separately, or to- 
gether, as a pin. Retail $40 - $200. 


KRISTIN MOORE, also an American sculptor, 
does unusual silver earrings. Retail $20-S60. 


ROBIN VERA, the newest entry, is a former 
American sculptor. The linear geometric 
influence is strong in her gold or silver 
buckles, neckpieces, bracelets, pins. Retail
